Prop. 6. It ſeems not to be a guilt ſople- 
nary and perte&t, which we lie under for 
any Parents fin, (if ſuch a thing be ), 
as that is which a man is under for his own 
perſonal fin. The difference will appear, if 
we conlider that it is not a puniſhment in 
ſo full and perfe&.a ſenſe, which we are ob- 
liged to : for the ſuffering is but the mat- 
ter of the puniſhment 3-its ſorm lieth in che 
relation of that ſuffering to the fault : if the

Prop. 9. It ſeems to me that we are fo far 
guilty both of Ademw's fin, and of our 
ncerer Parents, committed whilſt we were 
ſeminally in them, as that God may, not on- 
ly without injuſtice, but alſo in poſitive exe- 
cution of vindictive juſtice, puniſh us with 
temporal death for ſuch guile, chough it be 
buta more imperfeR kind of guilt and pu- 
nilhment.

do ſuffer with the guilty, in the belieging of 
a City, the puniſhing of a Country, it is no 
in 


Obj. But that is becauſe men are not able 
20 diſcern between the righteous aud the guil« 
ty, ar to difference in the execution, as God 
can do. 

Anſw. It's true that God can do this, and 
man cannot : but withal God doth -not 
all that he can do. He ruleth the World by 
means in an <ſtablithed order, and it is he 
that hath given men authority to rule under 
bim: and therefore whatſoever puniſhment 
they righteouſly execute, it is God that- 
Tightcouſly doth it by them. So chat as men 
do us no wrong in ſuch caſes, ſo neither doth 
God. 3. But yet God — 
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his Laws, that none ſhall bear the puniſh« 
ment of eternal damnation, for the {ms of a 
ſociety, but for his ews fin : yea, he hath re- 
ſolved that all ſhall tend to the everlaſting ' 
felicity of the innocent. 4- It cannot be ac+ 
counted any wrong, to ſuch, when God will 
repair their hart or loſs with far greater 
advantages , which he might have denied 
them. 5. But yet for all rhis, it is certain 
that de faflo God doth not puniſh any man 
who is not guilty by perſonal fins \, for there 
is none ſuch on earth to puniſh : but though 
God doth fo ſweetly and in perfect order cars 
ry on the work of Government, that none 
ſhall have cauſe to complain of injuſtice; 
and doth keep an harmonious conſent 'be- 
—— more GE AOINCINE 
puniſhing juſtice, ſo puniſhing ſocieries, 
he will ave good all his promiſes to each 
individual: yet, 2. It ſeems to me that in 
one and the ſame penalty materially con- 
lidered, God may puniſh us both as indivi- 
dual perſons for our own fin, and as members 
of a Society for the fins of that Society, 
which are no otherwiſe ors, than by being 
ſuch members of a ſinful body, and fo being 
liable to the juſtice which that Body is liable 
to. 2. And it ſeerns fo me, that if we 
were ſuppoſed to be preſanally innocewt, yet - 
God might in juſtice puniſh us with ſuch « 
lociety, 
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ſociety; ſo far as may ſtand with his Coved 


nant to individuals: and that that Covenant 
doth not reſtrain him from inflicting the 


laſt penalty on us for any beſides our own 


ſins which we have perſonally committed; 
Though ſtill even the guilt of that common 
fin, is participative perſonally owrr, as we com« 
municate in it by being members of the' ſo» 
ciety : as the hand is guilty of the ſin of the 
tongue, becauſe it is a member of the body 
that is guilty. | 
Obj. There is m1 ſin, and ſo. no puniſhment; 
where there is no willingneſs. 
Anſw. Here is a willingneſs fundamen- 
rally, in that in hope of the good of the fo» 
ciety, and benefit from it, we conſent to ſhare 
with them, and ſpeed as they, though we 
conſent not to the lin: fo that the fin is re« 
putatively ours, ſo far as that we ſhould be 
obliged to puniſhment by it, though not in 
 irfelf, nor 6 as that we ſhould be accounted 
the alixal offenders. Even as our fins became 
Chriſt's by his volxntary ſponſion, ſo faras to 
bear the penalty, but not fo far as. to be ac-- 
counted the committer of them ; ſo that his 
ſufferings were truly puniſhments, becauſe 
for fin, though not for his own; yet not 
punithments in ſo full and firi&t a ſenſe as 
ours that ſuffer for our own ſins3 but by:

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neris attributionem: and ſuch, as it ſeems to 
me, are thoſe puniſhments which innocent

Prop. 16. It is not a meer repwtative in- 
tereſt, (as the laſt deſcribed), but a nature? 
intereſt which we have in the guile of 
Adam's attual fin, and fo in the guilt of. che 
alixal ins of our ncerer Parents, as to meer 
deſert : For our natwre was in him : our 
perſons, though not exiſtent, were ſeminally 
in himz we come not from Adam as our 
Creator, that makes us of nothing, nor as 
our Fabricator, that makes us of an extrin- 
lick pre-exiſtent matter z but as our Proge- ;

As we are members of the great 
Common-wealth of the World, whereof 
God is the Soveraign, ſo we are guilty b 
reaſon of the ſin which mankind in our 
Parents committed in the beginning, For 
God dealt with Adam in his firſt Laws, not 
only as an individual perſon , but alſo as 
whole mankind, he and his wife being then 
the whole World. And fo as we are firlt 
guilty of death, becauſe of our natural im 
tereſt in Adam's ſin, as being his P lo 
next we are alſo guilty by +caſon of this 
civil or reputative intereſt, as bcing — 
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of the ſinful World, or of ſinful menkizd: 
which later yet ſauppoſeth the former as its 
ground, and doth not ariſe from any Cove- 
xant or Will of God to impute that to us 
which we were never guilty of, by any #s- 
tural intereſt of our own. Not that we 
were perſonally guilty before we were 
ſmall, exiſtent Ft that we were ther fo. 
minally guilty as we had a ſeminal being in 
the netwre and perſon of our ty 7 5 
and when our perſons from that jp firſt 
exiſt, they arc guilty perſons, as ſoon 2s 
ſons, And therefore” when man had fi 
ſinned, God, that had given him a Law, as 
being all mankind, and the root of a Ppite- 
_—_ courſe of nature to ſpring from him, 
did alſo in the ſame relation call him to j 
ment, and ſentence+ him for his fin3 and 
therefore paſſed ſuch a ſentence which we 
lee by experience is executed on all man- 
kind ; and as the individuals multiply from

each individual. (And in the ſame relation 
was the- promiſe of a Redeemer made to 
him.) As it was not Adem only, but alf 
mankind that is meant by God's ſenrence,

and condemned, and all others as ſeminolly 
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in him,and the ſentence makes its firſt ſeizure 


on us rey when their perſons ſhall firſt
